generally is getting off to a bad start, 
"and except in n few sections the crop 
is from two to four weeks late. H will 
DO very susceptible to insect damage. 
Usually favorable weather conditions 
will be required to produce a normal 
yield now." 


Bnnkhcnd said there were no indi- 


cations that foreign grown cotton thii- 
year will exceed 13.500,000 bales, and 
wit'i the world consuming at the rate 
of i1.OOH.000 bales a year, he said 10,- 
500.000 bales of American cotton still 
will be required.

Saturday on federal charges for ac- 
cepting ransom money as fees for de- 
fending Albert Bates, convicted kid- 
naper of Charles F. Urschel, Oklaho- 
ma City oil millionaire. 


Laska is the first defender of kid- 


napers to be prosecuted by the federal 
government. He was convicted on the 
contention that he had a guilty knowl- 
edge in disposal of the 5200,000 paid 
for Urschel's release. 


Laska's sentence was left to the dis- 


cretion of Federal Judge Edgar S. 
Vaught.

a violation of the act. 


"The underlying motive for kidnap- 


ing is not revenge or to wantonly 
bring sorrow and distress to a victim's 
home, but it is to secure a cash ran- 
som for the release of the captive." 


Edward Feildman, member of the 


kidnaping gang and star witness for 
the government, testified 
that Laska 


not only accepted part of he ransom 
money bu directed its disposal.

Bailey Seeks Hudspeth 


Money as Hearing 


Dropped 


LITTLE ROCK.-(^)—Attorney Gen- 


eral Carl E. Bailey asked the supreme 
court Friday to forfeit a $6000 cash 
bond of A. T. Hudspeth, former pres- 
ident of a chain of Arkansas banks 
under conviction for accepting de- 
posits in an insolvent bank. 


Hudspeth was convicted in Boonc 


county circuit court at Harrison early 
in 1933 and sentenced to one year, bis 
appeal to the stale supreme court later 
being denied and an appeal to the 
United States supreme court has been 
abandoned the motion said.

, ,glassej. Eingers, -too,- .may. carry the 


germs to the mouth. 


Sometimes the disease is even caught 


in the offices of careless dentists; but, 
usually, direct contact or contaminat- 
ed eating utensils are responsible. 


To avoid trench mouth, it is neces- 


sary "that you take constant and 
watchful care of your mouth and, 
particularly, if your teeth and gums. 
Remember the first signs of infection: 
persistent bleeding of the gums, and 
unpleasant odor. 


Many of" the milder cases can be 


treated by good dentistry, the use of 
simple antiseptic solutions, or even a 
regular cleaning of the teeth. More 
severe cases may demand special den- 
tal preparations, or even treatment of 
the body generally by injections 'into 
the blood. 


There is good evidence that cases of 


trench mouth are increasing in the 
United States, and there is only one 
way to combat the disease. Watch for 
the symptoms and, if they appear, 
see your dentist or doctor at once, so 
that he can advise the necessary treat- 
ment. Every individual case should 
be cured as soon as possible.

Use Caution In Adding Fruit to the 


Baby's Diet. 


About this time of year mothers 


are wondering what fruits may be 
given young children safely. 
Should 


they be raw or cooked; canned or pre- 
pared at home? How much is plen- 
ty? When are fruits dangerous? And 
so on. 


Little babies under six months had 


setter stick to orange juice—or tomato 
juice if that agrees with them better. 
The time for stepping out a bit re- 
garding fruit diet is usually at about 
six months. Then it is the good old 
apple and the precious prune that 
come along to brighten life. 


Both must be cooked thoroughly 


and with very 
little sugar. They 


should be strained, and the first dose 
s one teaspoonful or less. Once a day 
is enough. After a few days increase 
the amount slightly if the fruit agrees 
with them. 
. Give It at Noon Feeding. 


We are, of course, talking about a 


well child. No fooling with new foods 
when he is ill. If one or the other 
and either apple pulp or prune pulp 
physic the baby too much, stop it. 
Or reduce the amount. If he cannot 
take care of it at all, wait until he is 
older. Around his near-noon feeding 
is the best time to give it. If all goes 
well he can be having as much as two 
or three tablespoonfuls of the fruit by 
the time he is seven or eight months 
old.This diet is not usually varied much, 
except under specific order, until the 
baby is a year old. Then he gets into 
second grade. A baby specialist tells 
me that he recommendes cooked ap- 
ples, peaches, pears and even sweet 
cherries or plums. 


Sour Fruits Best Left Alone 


Any fruit that is sour and requires 


too much sugar is bad. Rhubarb, for 
instance, he seldom suggests on that 
account. He says that dried fruit is 
good, too. Skins are best removed; 
then crush the fruit finely or strain 
it. Two or three tablespoonfuls may 
be given with the supper at 5 o'clock. 
He also varies this with a bit of fresh 
banana, mashed of course. A child 
this age will bolt things whole, ,and 
that is never good for him. 


Raw fruit is allowed most babies at 


a year and a half if they are well and 
other 
matters 
are 
right, such 
as 


weather, and other diet changes are 
not impending. As usual it must be 
started in very small amounts and 
must be crushed. It can be given al- 
ternately with the cooked fruit, if de- 
sired. Begin with a tablespoonful of 
the raw fruit and gradually increase. 
Eliminate skins and seeds. To the list 
of fruits used formerly, the specialist 
now adds grapes, which mu t be seed- 
ed, skinned and crushed. If it tends 
to stimulate the bowels too much give 
up all raw fruit until later. 


Be Sure Fruit Is Ripe 


At three years cooked or raw fruit 


may be given up to five tablespoon- 
fuls. Pint-apple juice is all right, but 
the pulp is too fibrous. You may add

wtrrant charging Violation of the na- 
tional banking laws in Tennessee has 
been sworn in North Carolina against 
Luke Lea 
and 
will confront 
him 


whenever he is released from Central 
prison here, where he is serving a 
sentence (or conspiracy 
to Violate 


banking laws of this State. 


The warrant was issued here by 


United States Commissioner Charles 
D. Wildes, and a detainer for Lea, 
former Tennessee publisher and Unit- 
ed States senator, has been filed. 


The complaint was sigrted by Col.

Judge Martin said from the bench.

The petition was granted to forestall 
small creditors who Were about to 
force the company into involuntary 
bankruptcy proceedings. Four of the 
trustees are creditors and one an of- 
ficial of the firm. 


Judge Martin praised the action of
